Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Harding teaches a pet bed that is designed to 
accommodate dogs and "other pets" and "small animals" (Harding Col. 1 line 5 and abstract line 1 ). The device of Sherman is also 
designed to accommodate dogs and "animals" (Sherman abstract and paragraph [0004]). The device of Sherman is also designed to 
function as a bed (Sherman paragraph [0011]). Examiner maintains that there is sufficient motivation, suggestion and expectation of 
success provided by the cited references. Examiner maintains it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the 
teachings of Harding with the teachings of Sherman at the time of the invention to create a den-like feeling for the animals as taught by 
Sherman (Sherman paragraph [0015]). The "animals" taught by Harding and Sherman include cats. Cats are animals i.e. small animals 
and pets.. 
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
